Detroit. Nov. 26.— The boiler In tht» 
factory of the Penberthy Injector 
coin|ian\ . Seventh and Abbott streets, 
exploded Tuesday morning with suck 
terrific force that It demolished tha 
entire three-story brick building ^ 
artalcb ft wks located. Inaida tklk 
structure about ISO employes were at 
work. More than half of these wera 
more or loss seriously injured and at 
least 17 were killed. The rear of ma- 
ehanlcal building was 54 by 100 fast 
In size. It was separted from tn* 
larger structure adjoining it by a 14- 
foot alley. Tbe mechanical buildings 
was instsntly destroyed and a portlo.i 
of tho wall of th» other was bhjwn in. 
No one in tlu- latter building was a^i- 
loiisly hurt ■ \(";)t one girl. 

The only men on the first floor, 
which was largely utilized as a store- 
room were the engineers, firemen ami 
some workmen who were making al- 
teration.s. .\!1 of these were eitb"V 
killed or badly n' li'iied. t.'n the sec- 
ond Hour weip 7,", liiii.- her.- ; un the 
third were 75 brass moldirs. Thera 
were 38 Injured taken to hospitals and 
11 dead bodies recovered from thi 
debris. Samuel Riley, the engineer, 
was taken fnim the ruins an hour 
after the exi)lo.-;l')n. He had been 
pinnei! under a heavy beam. Ili^ in • 
was cooked by the flame.s and lir! wa* 
badly Injured. He was, however, still 
alive, but unable to give any light oa 
the cause of the disaster.

T.ie lawyers of tbeUovington and Xe» - 
porta bars gave to Judge Cochran on Oc 
tober 26th a banquet at the Grand Hotel 
in Cincinnati. * * * At tbe close of 
the bani|Met tbe honored gueet was called 
upon to make a response to tbe kindly 
utterances made by bis brethren of the 
bar. \Vi- had the pleaaara to I)h present 
at the ban4uet and hearing the response; 
and we were ao much impressed with ite 
elavaMnK tone , its dignity of thought, its 
simple elegance of diction that after re- 
turning home we wrote to Judge Oooh. 
ran, asking him to reduce the response in 
writing and permit os to make it public, 
and this rei]iit>8t he baa kindly granted ; 
and it is with sincere pleasara that we 
give to oar readers the pleasure of read- 
iag thiH speech. We need not call atten- 
tion to it; for it will draw ihe attention of 
•very thoughtful reader of The Herald. 
It is a valuable contribution to the lejjal 
literature of the State. We know of no 
NBpooaa made by aoygoeat at any ban- 
«iaet hiore appropriate or more elevating 
in tone than this. Those who know 
Judge Goobran know that it reflects hia 
oiind, ia a truthful expression of his pur- 
poses and ia a fair prophecy of hia judi- 
cial career: 

Jf r. Tinttmnder ami Gtnllemcn : At tbe outlet of 
what 1 have to u j I deilre to return thanka. 
Tbosc who havt> spoken here to-nlabt have tald 
many kind tliiiiKa about mo. I want to thank 
tbem for thlN. I deHlru further to thank ttaoae to 
whom we are Indubted for concolrliia auC pro- 
vldloK tbU ipleudid entertalamant, and thoNe, 
alio, who have graced it with their ptaMBOn au<l 
enlivenad It with their brilliant remarks. Dut, 
•hove all, I muit avail myaelf of thl* oppor- 
tanlty, tbe Aral I have ha4, of thaakinf In masii 
•hose who, by what thay asM and w&at they did 
IE my bahalf, were ao laatrumanUl ta soabling 



me to aaoaie the high poatttoa whieh I sow

On the '.Nth of Juue last, for tlie first and only 
time in my life, I met Prexldent McKinlejr at ihe 
White Houie in Waihlngton, where I had called 
to par my reipecti and ezprem my deep lenie of 
obligation to him tor hli conilderatlon. I hope 
I vlolat* no oonfldeuce In quoting him ai uylng 
on that oooaiion that the polltleal iBfluanoM in 
Kentooky wart laigsly agaioat ma, bat I waa 
fortunaia la that I haitpsiMd to haie lha Praal' 
dentoa Byaide. That alHtade on hia part to- 
ward* SM and my ooaaaqoont aueeaaa waa doe 
largely to the rsp n ss Bt a ti oaa which had boon 
made to htm coaosmtog ma by the nembsra of 
the bar and bench in Keataeky. ia thii eity. 
along the Matbom border of Ohio and elie- 
whero, and to the kind offlcea of a few personal 
friendi who did have political influence. For 
•III that was thui lald aad dona, I now tender 

my siiicercRt thanks. 

This is the iiKft'i iiliIo si>\v of those reprt'seiita 
tioiis. Thoy have anolhiT and iiulte dintloct 
aKl«Tt one that you may lu ver have thoiiKht 
of, hut one which has given me no slight con- 
('(.Tii. Indeed, it is a very lerioua view of them 
to me. They have set a pace with which 1 will 
be expecleii to Itecp up. They have erected a 
standard to which I inu»t in xome degree con- 
form and bv which 1 will he judged. Notwilh- 
Htanding tbil, I have determined not to be dli- 
heartened, but to view theie repreientatloni ai 
an Incentive to tha very highest endeavor, and I 
hope that out of a oonaoious waakneei and In- 
ability to aquare portonaaBoa with tb«m will 
ooma ftrengtb to eadnra and power to la some 
meaauremestezpeelatioBs. Ia view of the very 
tidtteriag character ol what haa been than and 
here aaid ooaoamtag sm, aad the high and 
not>le aaattBiaikta that have been tzprtMed in 
all the raspeaaas to the toaiti propoied on thii 
occasion, I foal that aometbing equally elevated 
wilt be expected from me in what f may say In 
answer to your hearty call. Pardon me, there- 
fore, whllit f unlHMom myielf, as It were, to you 
and reveal my heart-searcbings and aspirations 
in connection with tlie worlt upon wIjIi h I have 
entered. You, no douhl, will consider them as 
quite exalted, and il inay he lliat in pres. iiiint; 
them to you the impiessidii may tie ( n ated that | 
the purpone in so dolnn may he to iuercLse your 
esteem of the speaker. If sucli a thou^jlu uliould 
creep into the mindh ol any of you, plea.se look 
upon their Intemled relation to liini as solely 
that of '.self description and not self euli'Ky." 
And 11 word or two iu justiliialion of such a 
COUrsr. It certainly is not improper for one to 
put a hiKh valuation upon tlic«e Ihii ^-s within 
his brea.st of which he is really conscious 
aud which are entitled to such valuation. 
Aristotle has characterized the man who is 
worthy and knows hinuelf to be such as a 
magnanimous man. There la suc^h a thing as 
magnanimity towards oiieielf. Paul cautioned 
every man amongit thoie to whom he addressed 
his letter to the Bomani"not to think ol him- 
self more highly than he ought to think," which 
certaluly implias that ha ihotild think ol him- 
self as highly as ha ought And awiBbarae some- 
where ipeaki ol "an •zoelleot arraganeo." Be- 
sidei, no one can know ona's aall aa wall ai he 
b imielf does and otheia will never Judge him be- 
yond bli own maaaara. The aplaa, who brought 
the diaoonraging report Irom the promised land, 
had thia to say oonoaroing tha giania whom they 
hid seen there: 

" .Vud we were in our own light as gramhop- 
pers, and ao w« wart io ihair sigat." 

Tbagtaaujodgtd than u thay Judged them- 
lelves. 

And please bear la mind that what ii said hai 
re'aUon lololy to aaplratlons bellovad to be real 
after muoh hearteaafohing-addraiaed to thoie 
whoaa kind words aad deads lead me to open my 
aeart to theat— and not to parformaooe. In the 
first place, I would direct your attention to the 
view of tiM work upon which I have entered, 
wbiob I would always have in mind. The func- 
tion of thoaa moral heroei ol the Hebrew race, 
tha prophets, was two fold— to predict future 
event! and to speak the truth as revealed to 
t lem by Qod. In modern times emphasis ia i>ui 
upon the latter function ; In earlier d*y.s it was 
pla(«d upon the furmer. Tliis two-fold function 
has been expressed in this way; "They were 
foretelh rs aud forth t«>llers." 

Now the work of a lawyer is largely that of a 
prophHt iu tbe sense of uuluspired foretelling of 
future events. This has been forcibly brought 
out by I'rof. Holmes, now Chief Justice of the 
Supreme t^ourt of Maaaachuietta, in an article on 
The Path of tbe Law," in tha Harvard Uw Re- 
view. His thought and tbe phraieology In 
which he baa expressed It Is largely this. In 
■ocletlee like ours the command of the public 
force U Intruiied to Judgei In certain caaas, and 
tbe whole power of tha State will bo put forth, il 
neceuary, to carrv out their Judgment and do- 
creea. Tha law, as contained In the albyUlne 
leaves ol reports, text booki and stalntaa is pre- 
diction— piedlotloa of tbe iaeldeBoe of the pub- 
ito forae through the ^astraaMataUiy of the 
couru. Thoy are prophadaa of the peat of Ue 
cases In whioh the axe wiU fall. Indoad, the 
primary righu aad duties with which Jurliprud- 
encelHUleiilaalf aronoUUngbntpropheclei. A 
legal duty ia nothing bnt a prediction that If a 
man does, or oalu eertain things, he will be 
asede to suflbr in this or that way by Judgsaant 



of the court : and so of a legal right. Every new 
etibrtof legal thought li to make these prophe- 
cies more precise and to generalize tbem Into a 
thoroughly connected system. To make tbem 
easier to be remembered and to be nndaialood, 
tbe teacbingi of the decisions of the past are put 
Into aeneral propoiltloni and gathered into text 
boolu, or lUtutei, are paiwd in a geaeral form. 
People want to know under what otroumataiiosa 
and how tor tliay run the rlak*ol oomlag agaieat 
what ta ao mwA alrongar thaa theaiaalvaa and 
hoBoa it baeoatea a beaiaaaa to fled est when 
this daager ia to be laared. 

The work of a lawyer, therefore, in advising 
elieats la that of laterpreting these prophecies to 
tbem and with thaae oraclaa Itafora him prophe- 
•ring what will tie the action of tbe courts If tbe 
case in iiandever comes before them. As that 
action wlU depend upon the interpretations 
which they, aad not he, put upon thoee proph- 
ecies, there is a considerable element of uncer- 
tainty In hia prophe!<yiog. For it will not ilo (o 
forget that practically considcrecl the law of a 
given case Is no mystery, not what you or I may 
think It to be, hut what the Jml^c or .ludges. 
who have the last word la recard to It. say that 
It I.s. Thi.s Is well brought out hy an incident 
that said to have happened in a liostou court. 
A law-i r was arKuluK a case before a Judge on a 
( ertalii oci asioii. In the course of hia argument 
the lawyer state I a certain proposition to be the 
law. The JiicIkc iiiterpohcd and said Ibat it was 
not the law. Tlie lawyer simply respouded, "It 
was until your honor spoke." 

.Vow Kentlemeu, 1 am done prophesying In tbe 
sense of predicting future events— of foretelling 
to clients what tha court will decide. The view, 
then, which I would have of the work iMfore me 
on tbe bench li, that it Is tbe work of a prophet 
In tbe lenie of ipaakiag the nalnspired tmth 
-forthtelllng and not foreMUag. Itshall be my 
aim to causa it to be understood that my court 
exiau for oo otlior purpcoa thaa to«aaieh lor the 
tmth-toaacertaiBtt,aadtodeeiefeit I would 
have myaalf , the Juries, every lawyer that appaara 
before me, every witBem, aud every offloor of the 
court uoderataad that that is tbe business in 
which It is OBgagad, and each haa his own proper 
part to perform therein. I would have that high 
ideal pervade tbe very atmosphere so thorouKh- 
lyastd banish from its sarr.d precincts every- 
thing that is ha.se and false and miaii. Success 
In causinif this to be felt will not only a. hi t ) its 
f' specl and staudini;. but will lend interest to IU 
lab:)r^ No nidni will tin re lie l niiid for a dis- 
cussion of the old iiuestioii as to which is the 
more enjoyable pursuit or possession. No oc- 
casion will exist for one's saying, as did a French- 
man once. "If 1 had truth in my hand like a 
bird I would let II ko that ! may ca'ch It again." 
Tlic re will ii. ^ei be a time that I will not be 
both in possession of truth believed to be ascer- 
tained and in pursuit of that yet unascertained. 

Again, permit me to Indicate tbe cbaraoterls- 
ties as a Judge that I aspire to poiien. Tbey 
cannot be better or more forcibly expreised than 
In the words of Moses' charge to the Judges of 
Israel, who were set apart to that work at Horeb 
upon which, when I was sworn Into offlco by 
Judge Lurton, I placed my liand at his request. 
Openmindodnsas, as inenleatad io the words, 
"Hear the cauaaa betwaan your biathien 
rigbiaouiBsoa. by wbiob I maaa a dIapoaliloB to 
consider nothing but tha very right ttf the mat 
ter m hand, as brought oat in Ihe worda, "Judge 
rlgbtaonsly betwaea every awn and hia brother 
and the atraBger that ia with him :" abaolute 
freedom from prejudice or partiality, which 
puts each party on equal terms, ai contained in 
the words, "Ye shall not respect persons iu 
judgment: but ye shall bear the iroall as well 
as the great ;" and.laatly, fearlees lndepeii<leu< e . 
SI expressed in the words, "Ye shall nut fear 
tbe face of man." 

And, In conclusion, a word or two as to the 
iplrit with which I feel that i hav e iiiki'ii up tbe 
work. I caiiRot better point this out than by a 
refereiii-e. I'rof. Adam .SciIkwh k, a xeologlst of 
some fame, waa appointed to the Woodwardian 
Professorship of (ieology al CambridKe when he 
knew nothing almut tlie subject. His own ex 
plaiiailou (if II WHS iiiig "I had but one rival, 
ilorham of ijuecns, aud he had not tbe lUghteit 
chance against me, for I knew alMOlntely noth- 
ing of geology, whereas, be knew a great deal: 
liut it was all wrong. ' 

I will not confess either tbe iRDoraaoa of the 
one, or the error of the other, with refaieBea to 
the matten that will come before aie, but I have 
purauaded myielf to believe that I have eatared 
upon the dotlei of my poaitioa iB the aptrit of 
Prof. Sedgwick, as Indioatad by these wordi, 
which be il reported to have tiasd : 

"Hitherto, I have aevar toraed e Bteae;hsBce- 
fortb, I will leave no aleae aatnmad." 

I hope you will pardoa the estieBM aaatlm- 
aalaUty of theae tesurka. It haa been well 
said that oae oaaaot Ittt hlaualf by tugging at 
hia walatbaad. If he la to riie at all, be muit 
aome nador tha influanoa of tha drawing power 
of uplifted Ideali.
